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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1 14-124 are currently pending in the instant application. 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 14-124, in Paper No. 24 
is acknowledged.

Oath/Declaration 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. This invention 
relates to products of the formula as found in claim 114, which is a 1 ,3-propane diol 
linked structure wherein R2 is GLA, DGLA, AA, adrenic acid, SA, EPA, 
docosapentaenoic acid n-3, DHA, CA, parinaric acid and cLA. The novel and 
nonobvious aspect of this invention involves the R2 groups. The closest prior art of 
record, EP 0161 114, which discloses the esters of alpha-linolenic acid (as pointed out 
by Dr. Winther in the 35 U.S.C. 1.132 Declaration) with 1 ,3-propanediol as a plant 
growth regulant, fails to teach or suggest the R2 groups as instantly claimed.
